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Eves Promises Legislation to Cap Cost of Hydro 

on Dec. 1 and Provide Rebates

MISSISSAUGA, Ont. (CP) - 
Electricity users in Ontario will be 
spared the shock of hydro bills that 
soar even higher with a price cap that 
kicks in Dec. 1 and minimum $75 
rebates for everyone already stung by 
the price of deregulated power, the 
Ontario government announced 
Monday. 

In what critics called a 
stunning admission of failure, 
Conservative Premier Ernie Eves 
said the government would introduce 
legislation next week to cap the price 
of wholesale electricity to all 
consumers at 4.3 cents per kilowatt 
hour until at least 2006. That's the 
price that existed before May 1 , when 
the Conservative government opened 
the electricity-generation market to 
competition. 

"It is unacceptable that 
families are being hit with hydro bills 
they can't afford and businesses are 
facing cost increases significantly 
larger than they can handle," said 
Eves. "From now on the only time 
your elecuicity bill will go up is when 



you use more power. 

Eves also reassured 
consumers that no one would have 
their power cut off until at least 
March 31, 2003 for failing to pay 
their bills. 

Hydro prices in Ontario 
soared with the unusually hot 
summer and tight supplies and in 
some cases, bills doubled, although 
the average wholesale price is up 
about 23 per cent since market 
opening. For weeks now, there has 
been an almost constant litany of 
complaints from consumers, 
businesses threatened with 
bankruptcy, and those reliant on 
electrically run medical devices. 
Even some Tory insiders warned the 
government faced certain defeat 
unless something was done and the 
announcement from a suburban 
family home had all the trappings of 
an election campaign event. 

Meena Hardatt, who agreed 
to host Eves' news conference at her 
kitchen table in this community west 
of Toronto, said the rate freeze and 
$ 1 50 rebate her family will get means 



a brighter Christmas for her family. 
"We were second-guessing whether 
we would actually bother putting our 
Christmas lights up because we were 
just planning to put them on a few 
hours for the night," said Hardatt. 
"This will make a big difference and 
will definitely be very meaningful, 
especially to the little ones." 

Both opposition leaders 
denounced the announcement as a 
cynical pre-election ploy. "Millions 
of Ontarians have been victimized by 
this government's bungling," said 
Liberal Leader Dalton McGuinty. 
"But my real concern is how much 
is those going to cost all of us over 
the long term." 

Eves said the money for the 
rebates, which will start going out 
before the end of the year, will come 
from a pool of $700 million known 
as the consumer protection fund. The 
province's publicly owned utility, 
Ontario Power Generation, has been 
setting the money aside from the 
money it collects from consumers in 
anticipation of paying rebates.

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Howard Hampton said the fund 
won't be enough. He predicted 
taxpayers will end up paying what 
amounts to a $500-million annual 
subsidy to private electricity 
producers. 

"People won't be paying on 
their hydro bill any more, but they'll 
be paying on their taxes," said 
Hampton, who called the measures 
a "cover-up." 

"I'd expect an election 
within three or four months." 

In Alberta, where the 
electricity market was deregulated in 
January 2001, consumers have 
received about $2.3 billion in rebates, 
mostly funded from the sale of 
marketing rights for power produced 
at formerly regulated generating 
plants. Now that the rebates have 
dried up, many Alberta consumers 
are now faced with higher energy 
costs. 

Critics warned the Ontario 
government's measures spelled the 
end of market deregulation in the 
province and would only worsen the 
power-supply problem by removing 
any incentive to conserve. 

"Ontario's electricity 
structuring just died in that room," 
said Tom Adams of Energy Probe. 
"Ontario's electricity supply is in a 
lot of danger. The likelihood of 
blackouts this winter went way up, 
not just this winter, but next summer 
as well." 

Eves denied deregulation 
was dead, noting the actual price of 
power will still fluctuate according 
to supply and demand, although 
consumers will be protected from 
those bumps. 

In the coming days, the 
government is expected to announce 
incentives to encourage conservation 
and the production of clean energy, 
including tax breaks, he said. 
Changes to Ontario Power 
Generation's board were also 
expected and the government 
planned an independent investigation 
into delays at restoring Pickering 
nuclear power station to full capacity. 

The government is on a 
weeklong break while politicians 
visit their constituencies and Monday 
would be the first opportunity to 
introduce the bill.

According to survey 
undertaken by the Council of Ontario 
University, Laurentian University 
graduates are very successful in 
obtaining employment. The 2001- 
2002 Ontario University Graduate 
Survey reveals that the overall 
employment rate for 1999 Laurentian 
students with an undergraduate 
degree, two years after graduation, 
stood at 97.74% and at 95.56% six 
months after graduation. 
Employment rates for 1998 LU 
students stood at 97.4% and 91.2% 
respectively.

The real point of course is that 
the responsibility lies with the person 
who generates the by- product. 

What am I referring to? 
What by-product you might ask? By- 
product is defined in The Penguin 
English Dictionary as "something 
produced in the process of 
manufactory another product; 
secondary product". 

Examples of these by- 
products are many. On campus, one 
might find examples in the forms of 
clear or coloured plastic or glass 
containers that are discarded after the 
delicious contents have been 
consumed.

Modern Students & 
Modem Institutions

Remembrance day has 
come and gone and this year for me 
it was different. Looking around 
campus and around town, I have 
noticed so many younger people not 
wearing poppies, which is the symbol 
of remembrance. This has made me 
question, 'Has our generation lost the 
understanding of what we are 
supposed to remember?' 

In high school we learned 
about the mechanics of war, the dates, 
the machinery, the battles (who 
among us does not know about Vimy 
Ridge), and the politicians of the 
time. But what we have lost is the 
human side of war. We know what 
happened, but nothing of the 
experience. Veterans of war are seen 
as old men, but what is forgotten is 
that they were once young just like 
.us. Hundreds of thousands of young 
men answered the call of war and 
went to France to fight. Many of 
these are soldiers are our 
grandfathers, great grandfathers and 
even some great great grandfathers, 
who fought for future generations, 
our parents and ourselves. The hopes 
and dreams of an entire generation 
were lost with the loss of so many 
lives as young lovers were torn apart, 
and families broken and irreparably 
changed by the tragedy of war. 

Imagine if you will the 
majority of your classmates not 
returning. The angst of waiting to 
hear about your loved ones, have they 
survived? Are they coming home? 
Then there is the soldiers themselves, 
not knowing if they were going to die 
as they moved closer and closer to 
the front lines. Or the experience if 
they did survive what that must have 
been like for them watching people 
die all around them. In some cases 
when euphoria for the war was great 
towns would virtually lose most of 
their young men as entire battalions 
would be wiped out, for it was 
common for classes to enlist together 
and stay together. So it was not just 
watching strangers die, but your 
friends, people you have known your 
whole life gone in an instant. 

There was no time to 
mourn; you had to carry on. Life in 
the trenches was something that no 
one can truly understand unless you 
were there. The conditions were 
unimaginable, being surrounded by 
corpses, rats, mud, and the stench of 
death enveloping you. When the wars 
finally ended it didn't end as the 
effects were long reaching. 

'The men that went to war 
were not the same men that came 



back. They had a very difficult time 
reintegrating into society on various 
levels. Although women, who had 
performed their patriotic duty by 
working so the men could serve, were 
forced to leave their jobs after the 
war, there was still widespread 
unemployment. Some veterans were 
unable to work because of the injuries 
they had sustained. There were also 
the emotional side they could now 
only relate to other veterans because 
they felt no one else could understand 
their experience. Many veterans 
returned with mental ailments 
commonly referred to as shell shock. 
Families were never quite the same. 
There have been cases reported 
where families whose grief at the loss 
of a son was so unbearable that they 
knowingly accepted men posing as 
their son into their families. In most 
cases the men would have met on the 
battlefield, and the impostors would 
have no place to go, so they would 
go to the homes of their fallen 
comrades. These men filled the 
emotional void that the war left. 

This is what should 
remembered and not be forgotten, the 
experience of it all, the message of 
never again. If this message is lost 
then the self-sacrifice were in vam, 
which is why remembrance day is so 
important. As the time since the 
world wars become more distant so 
does the understanding and there is a 
danger in forgetting, as more and 
more veterans are dying, according 
to the Department of Veterans Affairs 
they only have 14 World War One 
veterans registered. As the numbers 
dwindle so does the opportunity lor 
knowledge and understanding. 

Part of the problem is 
remembrance of those lives lost is 
only one day, and then it is forgotten 
until the next November 11. If we 
look, remembrance is all around us 
It apparent in our national anthem, 
as it talks about "true patriot love, in 
all our sons command . . . God keep 
our land, glorious and free, O Canada 
we stand on guard for thee". This is 
what the wars were about, keeping 
our country free. We all enjoy the 
freedom that we have as we live our 
day-to-day lives. This freedom was 
not free it was paid for with the blood 
of our ancestors, and is so often taken 
for granted by everyone. The wars are 
also commemorated on our new ten- 
dollar bill. So the next time you are 
watching sports and are listening to 
the anthem anxiously waiting for the 
game to start, think about the 
sacrifice countless young men and 
their families made for you, lest we 
forget.

Without 

the efforts of the public educators, 

where would potential students turn? 

How could they learn the skills they 

need to succeed? It cannot be 

doubted that the educational facilities 

are an integral part of national 

development. 

However, having our future 
planned out for us might not exactly 
something that the modem student is 
looking for. There are always 
, students who are unsatisfied with the 
status quo, and this sense of 
dissatisfaction is imparted through 
years of semi-transparent 
affirmations of "things aren't perfect, 
but you've got to deal with them" 
statements from sympathetic 
>■ professors. Heavy drinking, 
indulgent drug use and emphatic 
bitching sessions with other 
disillusioned individuals are common 
, coping strategies. Sometimes, 
however, dissatisfaction can lead to 
'• dropping the prospect of schooling 
altogether. This line of rationale 
' tends to lead to the sudden realization 
' that institutionalized "learning" as a 
. social norm is the prevalent ideal of 
I modern society, and this lack of a 
diploma can soon translate to a lack 
^ of employment. Often, this is taken 
as proof of the integral "need" for 
post-secondary education as a tool for 
" success in the working world, as if 
those who "stick to it" will inevitably 
succeed it the long run. But is this 
i true? Is the modern graduate assured 
' of modem employment? Surely not. 
i It's not a guarantee that any post- 
secondary institution would care to 
i make. The idea of "Degree = Job" 
; simply isn't a realistic claim, though 
: every institute would love to make 
i it. Instead, they distance themselves 
( from such an equation at all levels of 
?: the institutional experience except 
f recruitment, where they flaunt their 
I figures in rations of % employed after 
! 6 months or 12 month periods. 
; These figures are almost 

9 impossible to break down in terms 
I of direct relationships between 
I education and employment. Now, 
j before I go any further, I feel I'd 
I better stop and address some of the 



obvious objections that are sure to be 
raised about what I'm trying to say. 
Obviously, there will be more direct 
relationships between education/ 
diploma in certain fields. For 
instance, a nursing student being 
hired as a nurse will have a high 
degree of "direct" educational 
relationship. Certain diploma 
certificates and degrees do certainly 
have direct ties to fields of 
employment. However, no matter 
how direct the relationships are there 
is still a high degree of individual 
latitude in actual choice of 
employment situation. 

It is therefore this "individual 
latitude" that I speak of when I refer 
to the "modern student", students 
with an eye toward the future and a 
good idea of what they are capable 
of contributing to that future. Earlier, 
when I mentioned "dissatisfaction 
with the status quo", I remarked that 
a small percentage of students are 
forced to deal with their discontent 
however they can. Never is this 
discontent the concern of the 
institution that takes credit for their 
education. Instead, every student is 
assumed to be the same generalized 
lump of clay to be moulded according 
to pre-determined facts, figures and 
attributes, as prescribed by traditional 
pedagogical sentiments. Many of 
these no doubt are determined in 
conjunction with industry factors, 
thereby re-enforcing the assumption 
that the institute knows what 
curriculum is best. 

However, all of this pertains 
to the same assumption that the 
modem student is ignorant, incapable 
and unable to pursue knowledge 
without the intervention of the 
mediating institution. Is this 
acceptable? The institute, by treating 
every student as identical, 
perpetuates its systemic methods of 
its operations, thereby allowing the 
industrial and business communities 
to perpetuate their own operations by 
maintaining certain expectations on 
graduates which re-enforce present 
operating conditions in an established 
capital market. Is any of this so 
wrong? Not if you are willing to 
accept the present direction of global 
circumstance. Not if, as a graduate, 
you are willing to perpetuate the 
common ideals of capital market 
expansion. However, if the modem 
student is dissatisfied with the status 
quo, there is reason for concern. 

Take the traditional teaching 
methods of post-secondary 
professors. How much latitude do 
they allow for students with 
innovative and radicalized ideas? As 
far as I have experienced, very little. 
When will educational systems catch 
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up to the modern student and how is 
this possible? Here are some possible 
answers: Accept the need for change. 
Believe in the creative abilities of 
students. Stop the assumption of 
pedagogical authority. Open ) 
curriculums to student input on a 
direct level. Integrate student work 
with community activity. Inspire and 
inform, instead of criticize and train. 
With these suggestions in 
mind, is it really possible to move 
towards an education system that 
provides modern industry with its T 
needs while catering to the 
independently minded modern 
student? The most obvious answer 
is probably, no. Why? Because 
modern industry has set ways that 
need individuals with specific skill 
sets accompanied with certain ^ 
attitudes. If modem students start r 
showing up with their own ideas 
about how things should run, why 
would a corporation with its own 
ideas want to hire them? Of course, fc' 
that's the point. The modem student ■ 
isn't necessarily happy with 
corporate ideas and might want to 
change them. If institutions were 
willing to take modern students 
seriously, how could they justify this 
position with the corporate 
establishment? Furthermore, what 
good would it do students if the 
educational system started catering to 
their individual needs? 

First of all, I'm not suggesting 
that all students need to be allowed 
their creative freedoms. Not all 
students are creative. Secondly, and 
most importantly, my point is that 
modem students are smart enough to 
determine their own futures, instead 
of having them dictated. More 
emphatically, if institutions continue 
to deny that some students have the 
capability of envisioning a different 
future than that of the established 
corporate rriodel, they are denying 
themselves their own ideals, which 
supposedly have something to do 
with learning and pushing the 
envelope of human ideas. The 
modem student holds these ideals to 
be the reason behind their education. 
Can modern institutions live up to 
these ideals? I think they can, but 
they will have accept that students 
have just as much right to guide, as 
they are in need of guidance.

When comet debris peppers 
Earth's atmosphere during this year's 
Leonid meteor shower, the sky will 
be ablaze as tiny bits of cosmic mass 
moving at incredible speed are 
converted to heat and visible light. 

But how much energy is 
involved in these shooting stars? 
With predictions for a wild meteor 
storm early on the morning of Nov. 



19, I wondered what sort of energy 
is dissipated by a typical meteor, and 
what the total power output of the 
Leonids would be this year. 

So I asked Bill Cooke, a 
meteor expert at NASA's Marshall 
Space Flight Center. To understand 
a meteor's energy, Cooke explained, 
one needs to consider its mass and 
speed. 



The 2002 Leonid Forecast 

Peak activity will come between midnight and sunrise on 
Tuesday, Nov. 19. Astronomers predict two outbursts - one for Europe 
and another for North America and parts of northern South America. 
Most viewers outside these locations will see only a trickle of shooting 
stars, though more than on other nights during the year. 

"It should be a good show, even with the Moon," says Bill 
Cooke, a meteor expert at NASA's Marshall Space Flight Center. 

Predicted peak times vary by longitude (your east-west 
location). Be warned: Meteor forecasting is a young discipline, and times 
may vary from the forecasts. It's wise to go out 1-2 hours before your 
predicted peak, and stay at least that long afterward or until it is daylight. 
The hours from midnight to dawn are best regardless of where you live, 
though a handful of meteors will be visible before midnight. 

Avid observers should also plan to get out on the mornings of 
Nov. 17 and 18, when rates will be picking up. This offers a good chance 
to practice and to scope a good location; this year, you'll want a tall 
obstruction - a tree, building or mountain - to block the Moon, which 
will be in the west. 

North America 

An early morning outburst is expected to generate a sharp peak 
of activity at around 5:30 a.m. ET (2:30 a.m. PT) on Nov. 19. 

"I estimate folks in the U.S. should see about one Leonid every 
6-10 seconds near the time of the peak," Cooke said, having taken into 
account the effect of the Moon. Residents of Canada and Mexico will 
see this outburst, too. 

Viewers with heavy local light pollution - from cities or strong 
backyard lighting - will see lower rates. 

Eastern residents will get the best view as the outburst comes 
just before dawn there, when the Leonid radiant is high in the sky and 
the Moon is low in the west. Expect up to 10 shooting stars per minute 
during the peak, an hourly rate of 600. Seasoned meteor watchers with 
optimal conditions might see rates briefly climb as high as 2,000 per 
hour. 

For people in the west and in the middle of the continent, the 
peak comes when the Moon is higher and the radiant is lower. Experts 
say casual skywatchers should not make too much of this - the show 
will still be great, and it's probably not worth the cost of a plane ticket. 
Expect 6 or more shooting stars per minute at the peak, an hourly rate of 
360. Again, experienced skywatchers in good conditions might see higher 
rates. 

This Year's Pesky Moon 

A nearly full Moon will drown out many faint meteors this 
year. It will be sinking toward the western horizon as the Sun comes up. 
[On Friday, Nov. 8, Space.com will post tips on exactly how to make 
the best of the situation.] Meanwhile, begin thinking about a location 
with a tree, building or mountain to the west and a clear view to the east. 

What Causes the Leonids? 

The annual Leonid meteor shower is caused by debris left 
behind by several previous passes of a comet called Tempel-Tuttle as it 
orbits the Sun every 33 years. On each pass, a different stream is deposited 
in a slightly different location. Over time, the streams spread out as the 
material continues orbiting the Sun. Earth's orbit crosses these streams, 
and the debris vaporizes as it rushes through Earth's atmosphere. 

Most of the material is about the size of sand grains, though 
some is marble-sized. It can be decades, centuries, or millennia old. 
Intense showers or storms occur only in years when Earth passes through 
a dense stream, typically one that has not been around too many decades. 
Peak rates come when the planet zooms through the center of a stream. 
[Return Tuesday, Nov. 12 for a complete look at the science of the 
Leonids.] 

This year's expected storm is the last in a series that dates back 
to 1999 for the Leonids. Forecasters say Earth won't go through a dense 
Leonid stream again until the year 2033.

Like a Light Bulb 

The faintest meteor that 
becomes visible to the average 
viewer on Earth is typically about 0.6 
millimeters across (less than one- 
tenth of an inch or about the size of a 
sand grain). While such a speck is 
here and gone in a flash, the energy 
involved could light a 100-watt light 
bulb for about 2.5 seconds, Cooke 
said. 

Aslightly larger meteor, just 
1 millimeter across and only 
moderately bright, packs the punch 
of a .22 caliber bullet. 

Spectacularly bright 
fireballs, for which this annual event 
is known, dissipate far more energy 
during their plunge through the 
atmosphere. Atypical fireball, which 
can briefly shine as bright as the 
planet Venus, is the size of a marble, 
about 9 millimeters in diameter. 

"Such a critter has a striking 
power in excess of 1 million joules, 
or about the same punch as a VW 
moving at 60 mph," Cooke marveled, 
"from a particle just over one-third 
of an inch across!" Behind this 
power is one simple fact: The 
Leonids scream. 

Faster than a Speeding Bullet 

The shooting stars of the 
Leonids are mere bits of dust left 
behind by a comet called Tempel- 
Tuttle, which orbits the Sun in the 
opposite direction as Earth travels. 
The comet's dusty exhaust orbits the 
Sun, too. 

Each November, Earth runs 
into this debris and scoops some of 
it up. Because of the opposing orbital 
directions, the Leonids are moving 
much faster than a particle that's 
travelling through space in roughly 
the same direction as Earth - a typical 
meteor on any other night, for 
example. 

"It's like two cars hitting 
head-on," Cooke says of a Leonid. 
"Greater speed equals greater energy 
to be dissipated, which equals a real 
short life in the atmosphere." 

A Leonid crashes into 
Earth's upper atmosphere at more 
than 160,000 mph (72 kilometers per 
second). A typical bullet from a rifle, 
moving at what seems like blinding 
speed, creeps along by comparison 
at just 2,240 mph (1,000 meters per 
second). 

The comet grains become 
visible at around 60 miles up (100 
kilometers) because they heat up as 
they plow through air, to the point 
that they glow. Most of them 
disintegrate high overhead. 

Power a Small town 

Cooke uses basic physics to 
calculate the energy output of 
individual shooting stars. But with 
predictions for an historical flurry of 
activity in 2002, I pressed him to 
speculate on the total energy output 
of this year's Leonids. 

"You are putting me out on 
the limb," he said, but he attempted 
what he terms a crude answer 
anyway. 

Most of the mass will come

from big fireballs, Cooke reasons, 
because if you put 10,000 typical 
small Leonids together, they would 
weigh just 0.1 grams. A bright 
fireball, however, can weigh as much 
as 85 grams (3 ounces). 

During the course of the 
peak hour over North America in the 
pre-dawn hours of Nov. 19, 
predictions of shower activity 
suggest that about 2.5 pounds (1 
kilogram) of material will rain down 
over an area visible by a single 
observer. It will create about 650 
kilowatts of energy, Cooke said, 
enough to run a small house for about 
a month if it could be harnessed. 

"However, when one takes 
into account the entire hemisphere of 
Earth facing the Leonids, then we 
find that about 12-13 tons (12,500 
kilograms) of Leonid stuff will hit our 
atmosphere at a screaming 45 miles 
per second," Cooke explained. 
"Which, taken in total, will produce 
around 4 kilotons of energy, or about 
4.5 million kilowatt-hours, which 
could run about 7,000 houses for one 
month." 

Making the Light 

The conversion of a 
meteor's mass and momentum to 
heat and light is often said to be 
caused by friction with air molecules. 
This sounds logical, but it's not true. 

In fact, a meteor is moving 
so fast that it compresses the air in 
front of it, something like how a boat 
pushes water out of the way and 
makes a wake. The compressed air 
heats up by a phenomenon called ram 
pressure. It's the same thing that 
causes a hand-held air pump to get 
warm when you work it to fill a 
basketball. 

The heated air, in turn, 
scorches the meteor. Temperatures 
can exceed 3,000 degrees Fahrenheit 
(1,650 Celsius). 

ALeonid's demise can look 
a bit like a fiery exclamation point in 
the sky, a long streak with, 
sometimes, a bright dot at the end. It 
is fitting punctuation to a journey that 
typically spans a stretch of time equal 
to a good chunk of American history. 

Ancient trails 

The comet responsible for 
the Leonids, Tempel-Tuttle, orbits the 
Sun every 33.3 years on an elliptical 



trajectory that crosses Earth's orbit, 
rounds the Sun and then swings out 
beyond the planet Uranus. On each 
pass through the inner solar system, 
the comet is bathed in heavier doses 
of solar radiation. Some of its outer 
shell boils off. This action explains 
why a few comets can sometimes be 
seen from Earth to glow dramatically 
and sport tails — sunlight reflects off 
this fresh material. It's also why we 
have meteor showers. 

While Tempel Tuttle does 
not make itself visible to us, every 
orbit lays down a new trail of debris 
in a slightly different location. These 
trails - really more like streams - 
spread out over time as the individual 
dust particles continue to orbit the 
Sun, each taking a minutely different 
path. 

This year. Earth will pass 
through two primary streams of 
debris. One, deposited in 1767, will 
generate an outburst of shooting stars 
over Europe. The other, from 1 866, 
will fuel the North American burst 
of activity. These bursts will last less 
than a few hours, peaking perhaps in 
a flurry of activity that goes on for 
no more than 30 minutes. 

The burst is caused by the 
stream's area of greatest density. You 
can think of it as wading through a 
real stream - the edges are shallow, 
and most of the water is in the deep 
middle. 

There are many of these 
Leonid streams, many of them so 
ancient they're no longer detectable 
as individual entities. For that reason, 
the total run of the Leonid meteor 
shower is from about Nov. 14-20. 
During this whole stretch. Earth will 
pick up Tempel-Tuttle dust that's 
bee;i spreading for millennia. 

Centuries from now, in fact, 
the two streams that caused this 
year's storm will have become 
largely indiscernible, having spread 
out into the broader, overall river of 
dust that makes the Leonids a surefire 
annual event. 

Next year, and in every year 
until at least 2033, Earth will miss 
all of the primary streams. The 
Leonids will persist, but they will be 
relatively subdued events, nothing 
like the display expected between 
midnight and dawn on Nov. 19, 2002, 
a show of power that could light your 
house for a month and then some.

But what about the rest of the 
Raptors? Let's find out. Gone from 
last season are guards Chris Childs, 
Dell Curry, forwards Tracy Murray, 
Keon Clark and Yogi Stewart, and 
centre Hakeem Olajuwon. 

Childs signed with the New 
Jersey Nets, but has since been 
suspended by the team since, for the 
second year in a row, he went to 
training camp overweight. It was a 
problem last year while with the 
Raptors, when he showed up overly 
chubby and unable to step in to help 
out Alvin Williams. 

Dell Curry remains a free 
agent, as there are not a lot of teams 
out there with the cap room and/or 
desire to offer a contract to an aging 
and undersized two guard. His 



consistency in knocking 
down threes is the only 
thing left in his game. 

Yogi Stewart was 
dealt to the Cleveland 
Cavaliers along with a first 
round draft pick for 
Lamond Murray, the 
leading scorer for 
Cleveland last year. Murray 
is a capable scorer... on a 
very bad team.

He was a 
gamble the Raptors took, and lost. 

Free agent newcomers Nate 
Huffman and Jelani McCoy will be 
the ones who'll have step into the 
centre role. Huffman is a star player 
in the European league in Israel, and 
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is a legitimate seven footer who has 
a very good shot. Whether he is 
quick enough to play the NBA game 
remains to be seen. 

McCoy was with the Lakers 
last season, but hardly got any 
minutes playing behind Shaq and 
Medvedenko. It is expected that he 
will be the starting centre when the 
season starts, as Eric Montross has a 
broken foot, and Mamadou N'diaye 
is still the designated benchwarmer. 
Antonio Davis can be shifted 
back to play centre again, but he 
prefers to remain at the power 
forward position. Nevertheless, if 
McCoy and Huffman can't deliver in 
the paint, Davis would have no 
choice but to accept the assignment. 
Having an undersized centre 
is acceptable in the eastern 
conference because other than 
Dikembe Mutombo, there is no 
dominating inside player. Moving 
Davis back would not be too big of a 
problem. 

Jerome Williams can provide 
defensive help and rebounding down 
low. And last year's first round pick 
Michael Bradley looks ready to battle 
for some significant minutes other 
than just the garbage time he got last 
season. 

Also returning is third string 
pointguardJermaine Jackson. He'll 
have to fight newly signed free agent 
guard Voshon Lenard from the 
Denver Nuggets to stay on the active 
roster. 

So, the starting five looks to 
be McCoy, Davis, Mo Pete, Vince, 
and Alvin Williams, with JYD, 
Bradley, Jefferies, Hunter, and 
Lenard off the bench. Currently hurt 
are Montross, Huffman, Lamond 
Murray, but none are expected to stay 
on the injured list for too long. It is 
better to let the injury bug hit now 
than late in the season. It was 
amazing when bodies kept dropping 
during last season's losing streak, and 
the Raptors still fought back to earn 
a playoff spot. But with a healthy 
and refocused Vince carrying the 
team now, this year will be much 
better than last for the purple dinos.

The Laurentian University 
Athletic Department is proud to 
announce this year's inductees in to 
the Alumni Voyageur Hall of Fame. 
This year's team inductee is the 
1989-1990 Voyageur Men's Soccer 
Team, and the individual inductees 
are former Varsity Soccer Team 
member Fred Juett, former Varsity 
Swimmer, Nancy Sweetnam and Dr. 
Ron Wallingford, former faculty 
member and Track and Field coach. 

The Men's Soccer Team at 
Laurentian has always made their 
mark provincially and nationally. 
However, this particular year left no 
question in anyone's mind about the 
quality of the Soccer Program at 
Laurentian. Lead by Greg Zorbas, the 
team remained undefeated in league 
play and took the OUAA 
championship in 1990. The 
Voyageurs had 9 wins, loses and 3 
ties that season, and scored 33 goals, 
while there were only 4 goals scored 
against them. The team first defeated 
the defending CIAU champions, 
University of Toronto, after 20 
penalty shots; then defeated Wilfred 
Laurier University after 14 penalty 
shots in front of some 1200 fans at 
Laurentian's snow covered field. It 
was a dramatic win, one well 
deserved by the Voyageurs. 
Unfortunately, the team lost the 
CIAU semi finals 2-1 in overtime at 
Vancouver to the University of 
British Columbia Thunderbirds, that 
year's CIAU Champions. According 
to Coach Greg Zorbas, the 1989-90 
team was "One of the best and most 
exciting teams in the history of 
Laurentian Soccer". The 89-90 
Men's Team produced power in their 
players that year, with 3 First Team 
All Canadians; 4 OUAA All Stars; 
Nick Milanovich, OUAA Top Scorer; 



an OUAA Athlete of the Week and a 
CIAU Athlete of the Week. That year. 
Coach Zorbas was the OUAA Coach 
of the Year. 

This year's male inductee into 
the Alumni Voyageur Hall of Fame 
is a Varsity Soccer player, who helped 
mould the team from 1982 to 1986, 
into the winning team it became in 
89-90. Fred Juett played for the 
Men's Soccer team at Laurentian 
University for 5 years, from the 1982 
season, until 1986. He led the team 
to the 1983-1984 and 1985-1986 
OUAA Championships, as well as 
the 1983-1984 CIAU 

Championships. His Coach, Greg 
Zorbas still believes Fred was "one 
of the greatest soccer players who 
ever played for Laurentian-a true 
Voyageur". Fred remained the 
Captain of the team for most of his 
Voyageur career, and was also team 
MVP for three years at Laurentian. 
Fred was an OUAA All Star in 1983, 
'84,'85 and '86 and a CIAU All Star 
in 1984 and '85. He was Laurentian's 
Athlete of the Year for 1985-1986, 
and it is reported that he was a team 
player both on and off the field. Fred 
Juett has remained supportive of the 
Varsity Program at Laurentian. 

Our female inductee into the 
Hall of Fame is the first ever for her 
Sport. Nancy Sweetnam was one of 
the most prized members of the 
Varsity Swim Team ever to have 
swam at Laurentian. A 2-time 
Olympian, Nancy participated at both 
the 1992 Olympic Games in 
Barcelona and the 1996 Games in 
Atlanta. Nancy joined the Laurentian 
University Swim Team in 1992, 
under Coach Dr. Jeno "Doc" Tihanyi. 
She swam with Laurentian until 
1995. In her Laurentian career, 
Nancy broke and set records that still 
stand today. In 1993, she was a gold 



and silver medallist at the World 
University games, she was the CIAU 
Female Swimmer of the Year and the 
OUA Athlete of the year. She set 3 
OUA records, 3 CIAU records and 3 
Commonwealth Game records, that 
are still standing, as well as winning 
3 CIAU Championship Gold Medals 
and 3 OUA Championship Gold 
medals, and an FISU Gold Medal. In 
1994, Nancy was the OUA Swimmer 
of the Year, and set 3 new OUA 
records, and she won 3 CIAU and 3 
OUA Gold Medals. In '95, Nancy 
won 3 OUA Silver Medals, 1 Gold 
and 2 Silvers at the CIAU level. 
Besides Swimming, Nancy was a 
true academic and was awarded 
Olympic Torch scholarships in both 
1992 and '93. She now works for the 
Quaker Company in Peterborough, 
and maintains an active lifestyle. 

Dr. Ron Wallingford began his 
tenure at Laurentian in 1969 and is 
known to all as the founder and 
builder of our Track and Field 
program. An expert in exercise 
physiology, Ron lead our Track team 
to 50 Ontario medals while and 
numerous Ontario and Laurentian 
records as the head coach from 1976 
to 1992. A life long Sudbury resident, 
Ron graduated from the University 
of Michigan with a Bachelor of 
Science, University of Buffalo with 
a Masters of Education and finally 
the University of Buffalo with a 
Doctorate of Education. Ron has also 
been heavily involved in the 
international Track and Field scene 
holding such positions as. Manager 
of World University Track and Field 
Team, 1987, Manager Track and 
Field Senior Team, Pan America 
Games, 1986, Manager of Track and 
Field, World Junior Championships, 
1988

Chicken rules. It's probably my favourite simply because of its versatility. You don't have to be a 
master chef to be able to cook chicken. Fry up a boneless breast and throw it on a bun and you have a chicken 
burger The only problem with chicken is the risk of salmonella. You have to cook it completely! Other than 
that though you can't really go wrong with chicken. Throw it in with your spaghetti and it enhances the taste by 
bringing the flavour of the tomatoes out. I prefer chicken thighs better because they are more tender, more 
flavourful andjucier. All three are a result of a significantly higher amount of fat in the meat. ..but who cares 
really? You only live once! I'd rather eat what I want now and die young than live to be a hundred and eight 
eating peas and lentils. Chicken on its own is boring! It tastes like chicken, and that's the problem. Combine it 
with vegetables, don't do rice! Why people serve chicken fried rice with chicken is beyond me. Use flavourful 
vegetables like spinache, asparagus, green/red/yellow peppers and mushrooms (when sauteed they taste great!) 
Better yet. ..throw all those ingredients together and do a stir fry. 

Lazy ass Chicken Parmesan 

4 chicken thighs or 1 large chicken breast chopped into bite sized pieces 

1/2 cup of cooked penne noodles (or whatever noodles you prefer) 

I cup of spaghetti sauce (I reccommend Hunt's Italian sauce) 

1/4 cup of grated parmesan cheese 

1/4 cup of grated cheddar or mozzarella 

1 . Cook chicken until it's no longer pink. Heat sauce till bubbling. Place cooked noodles on the bottom of a 
plate or bowl, cover with cheddar/mozzarella. Then top with chicken. Add sauce and top with parmesan. Let 
stand for a minute or so for the cheese to melt. Enjoy! 

This next recipe isn't really difficult to make. ..it just looks like it is. 

Swiss Chicken 

4 skinless, boneless chicken breasts 
1/2 (10.75 ounce) can condensed cream of chicken soup (throw the whole thing in to make it extra creamy) 

2 tablespoons and 2 teas{X)ons water 

4 slices Swiss cheese 

I cup Italian seasoned bread crumbs (crush up soda crackers and mix with a couple teaspoons of italian 

seasoning) 
1/4 cup butter 

1. Preheat oven to 350 degrees F(175 degrees C). 

2. In a 9x13 inch baking dish, layer the chicken breasts, soup and water. Top each breast with a slice of Swiss 
cheese, then top it all with the breadcrumbs. Cut the butter or margarine into pads and place them over the top 
of the casserole. Bake in the preheated oven for 45 minutes. Let cool and serve.

White Oleander is a tale that 
is full of intrigue and grabs you from 
the beginning. The free-spirited 
Ingrid Magnussen, who has been 
spumed by her boyfriend, gives truth 
to the old Shakespearean adage "hell 
hath no fury like a woman scorned" 
when she murders him and is 
convicted. This is where the story 
begins, as Ingrid's young teenage 
daughter Astrid is put in the foster 
care system and into radically 
different homes. This is the journey 
on which the audience is taken by the 
director as well as the author, Janet 
Fitch. The story of White Oleander 
is a wonderful example of the 
complicated relationship that exists 
between a mother and her daughter. 

When a book is adapted to 
film, there is always the danger that 
important elements will be changed 
or that the message will be lost. 
However, one does have to consider 
that there is going to be some 
tweaking done to the story. This is 
where the problems can lie, and this 
is what makes the film version of 
White Oleander great: although 
changes are there, they are very 
discreet. For example, in the book, 
Ingrid (Michelle Pfeiffer) is a poet, 
but is an artist in the movie. In fact, 
director Peter Kosminsky, making his 
American film debut, is an artist 
himself as he does a remarkable job 
of making Fitch's vividly three- 
dimensional characters and world 
come to life. The movie is so true to

the book that the portrayals of the 
characters are almost exactly how the 
reader would have imagined them. 

Kudos to the casting 
director Ellen Lewis, as each role is 
perfectly cast. Alison Lohman gives 
an excellent performance as Astrid 
Magnussen, in this, her feature film 
debut. She really brings across the 
anguish that her character endures as 
she goes from home to home on a 
journey of self-discovery and 
emancipation from her mother. 
Speaking of which, Pfeiffer was 
perfect for the role of the controlling 
Ingrid, who seems both brilliant and 
insane as she desperately tries from 
prison to not lose her daughter. 
Robin Wright Penn's portrayal as 
Astrid's first foster mother Starr, a 
born-again Christian who just can't 
help herself from sinning, is one that 



invokes pity and understanding. 
Renee Zellweger is also wonderful 
as Astrid's delicate and fragile second 
foster mother Claire Richards. 
Unknown but acclaimed broadway 
actress Svetlana Efremova is 
fabulously funny as the flamboyant 
Russian immigrant Rena Grushenka, 
Astrid's third and final foster mother. 
The men in the film — Noah Wylie 
as Mark Richards, Patrick Fugit (of 
Almost Famous fame) as Astrid's 
boyfriend Paul Trout and Billy 
Connolly as murder victim Barry — 
all give equally high-quality 
performances. 

White Oleander is a 
deliciously fun read and a film worth 
seeing even on a non-cheap night, so 
go, sit back and enjoy the show... and 
don't worry, the suitcases will make 
sense in the end.
